democratic principles upon which 
the CCF is based. 

Democratic Socialism, Mr. King 
stated, is a “good” between two 
evils, Communism and Fascism. This 
socialism, if it were to grow strong 
enough would act as a buffer, in 
the final struggle between “these 
two giants”. That this clash would 
occur, he said, was:becoming more 
and more apparent. 

Capitalism, the CCF’er held, had 
only “carried us into and through 
depressions and wars, wars and de- 
pressions.” The edifice of capitalism 
is doomed to complete collapse which 
will result in total chaos. 

Family Allowances and other 
forms of social benefits would be 
discontinued by the present govern- 
ment in the event of a depression, 
the speaker said, because there 
would be no revenue, which comes 
from corporation and income taxes. 
That is what Communists are wait- 
ing for, Mr. King said, because 
“extreme measures are taken by 
people in extreme emergencies.” 

Commenting on the recent pro- 
posals by Tim Buck, Canadian 
Communist leader, to support CCF 
candidates in forthcoming elections, 
Mr. King said that a statement is- 
sued by the national leader of the 
CCF party flatly rejected this offer. 
He said that it was probably just an 
attempt to bring discredit to the 
CCF.

Enthusiastic Audience Gives 
Acclaim toSymphony Concert 


Monday night an _ enthusiastic 
audience acclaimed the musical 
skill of the University Symphony 
Orchestra in a concert in Convoca- 
tion Hall. 


Ted Lindskoog, conductor of the 
symphony, proved himself thorough- 
ly capable of the immense work re- 
quired to produce such an outstand- 
ing performance. Mr. Lindskoog 
showed that he was a musician of 
merit, with a good knowledge of the 
works which he conducted. Guest 
soloist with the symphony was Law- 
rence Hobson, first year engineering 
student. 

The University Symphony is a 
well-balanced group, and for the 
most part gave an outStanding per- 
formance. There were times when 
the brass and wood winds of the 
orchestra were a trifle weak, while 
the string section of the symphony 
was very strong. 

Program chosen by Mr. Linds- 
koog showed his capabilities as a 
conductor. The selections were well 
suited to the size and instruments 
of the symphony. Opening with, the 
Coriolan Overture, by . Beethoven, 
the symphony immediately proved 
that, although they were an amateur 
group, they were still capable of a 
most commendable performance. 

Symphony No. 40, in G Minor, by 
Mozart, considered one of the most 
perfect symphonies, was remarkably 
well done. The Allegro Molto :re- 
vealed the skill of the conductor and 
musicians to best advantage. The 
Andante was not performed on as 
high a standard as the rest of the 
program.

Student Opinion Varies — 
On Building Referendum — 


The air will be thick with queries during the next week, 
when students will clear up questions on the Students’ Union 
building, preparatory to voting, on the building referendum next 


‘Wednesday, Feb. 4. 


Referendum will be taken only ‘on the first stage of the 


Union a $400,000 interest-free 
period. 


Total cost of the building, includ- 
ing swimming pool, gymnasium, 
auditorium, and Stage I will be 
about $2,500,000, estimate on present 
prices. 

Only Stage I is being considered 
at present, since funds are imme- 
diately available for its construc- 
tion. Foundation of Stage I will be 
completed by next fall, according to 
Students”. Uni®n officials, providing 
next Wednesday’s referendum is 
passed by the student body. 

“We are leaving the other stages 
for the present,” stated one Union 
official on Monday. “Other students 
in the near future can decide what 
stage should be constructed next.” 

Opinion of ‘students on the build- 
ing question was varied, according 
to.a Gateway survey made during 
the past week. Some students 
shrugged their shoulders and said, 
“What do we need a building for? I 
won't be here to use it.” 

But most undergraduates were 


_ giving the 20-year old dream of other 


students a little more thought. 

Here are some of the points which 
The Gateway found most often dis- 
cussed: 

1. If the referendum is passed, 
construction on the building will be 
started immediately after final ex- 
aminations next April. 

2. Board of Governors will pay 
the $25,000 cost of moving the Drill 


‘building, for which the provincial government has granted the 


loan payable over a 20-year 


Hall, since no other location for the 
building has been found suitable by 
the building advisory board and con- 
sulting engineers. The Board has 
also suggested that it will renovate 
the Drill Hall to improve it after 
moving. 

3. Student fees will be raised $2 
(DVA students will have this sum 
paid by the government). This sum 
will be sufficient to repay the 
provincial government’s $400,000 
loan over a 20-year period with 
the other revenue tabulated in the 
Advisory Board’s report, presented 
to Students’ Council last week. 

4. Summer session has already ap- 
proved the scheme. 

5. Total cost of erecting the build- 
ing is now placed at $477,000. The 
government loan plus the Union’s 
$100,000 will easily meet this sum. 

6. Student and other officials are 
hopeful that when the present build- 
ing program undertaken by the Uni- 
versity is completed, that the pro- 
vincial government will undertake 
the building of the swimming pool 
and gymnasium, since U. of A. was 
recently chosen at a meeting of the 
other western universities to be the 
varsity conferring the physical edu- 
cation degree. Since the pool and 
gym would house the Physical Edu- 
cation Department, it is felt that 
such an expenditure should be un- 
dertaken by the government through

Delegates Report 
On Conference 


Twenty students of the University of 
Alberta attended the North American 
Conference on Christian Frontiers held 
at the University of Kansas, December 
27 to January 1. This University was 
one of nearly 500 represented. The fol- 


lowing is the second in a series of 


articles describing the conference and 
its work. 


“Feed my sheep.” Christ’s com- 
mand to Peter is just as challenging 
today as it was when he first issued 
it. To the men of old it meant 
spreading the “good news”; today it 
means missions—the heart of the 
church. 

The word “mission” took on new 
significance for the Froncon dele- 
gates. Thus we realized that a mis- 
sionary is’ one who proclaims. the 
evangel of God’s love for sinful men. 
Hence every Christian is a mission- 
ary and every calling is a missionary 
calling. 

The man who has met God in Christ 
in a relationship that transforms 
attitudes and motives, inspires the 
will and encompasses the entire per- 
sonality, cannot forbear sharing this 
knowledge with others. Like all 
“good. news” it can’t be kept to 
oneself. As an instance of this urge 
to tell something of special moment 
we were told that, before it was 
officially announced that the allied 
invasion: had begun, the French 
people who knew it just could not 
suppress their glad feelings. Like- 
wise the Christian enthusiast (God 
in him) makes it the purpose of his 
whole life to tell others, and others, 
and others. 

. The various frontiers that Chris- 
tian. youth should be considering 
were reviewed at the Kansas Con- 
ference. The foreign mission field, 
the local congregation, family life 
in North. America, race problems, 
are all challenging frontiers. Con- 
gressman Walter Judd, M.D., stated 
that his mission at present is just as 
much U.S. politics as it once was 
medical missions in China.
